It is probable 
that thej are now in the war-troubled 
aone. Mrs. SItoier GL Cla^r and- dangh- 
ter. MiM Allea Eocera Clay, Mr. and 
Mn. Jaa. H. Thompson and 'son, 
sailed on the Carpathia, the same 
steamer which carried on its passen- 
cer li^t the Lexington Herald's* con- 
TesT ^vinners. The party has been 
heard from indirectly, being in Na- 
ples, Italy. On the voyage out of 
New York they ran through three 
days of fog, the captain remaining on 
the bridge continuously. The only 
one of the party affected by sea sick- 
ness was Mr. James Thompson, Sr. 
Mr. Thompson, Jr., took part in all 
games aboard the ship, and won sev- 
anl ti tha sporting evisnta. Mrs. 
Clay WW ni for a Aort ttma. but 
soon reoovwod. Thejr wrote that 
their trip to Oermaay wonU be side- 
tracked owfnc to tha atete of war pre- 
vailing there. Miss f^nie Johnson, 
of Paris, and Miss Anna Louise Best, 
of Millersburg. who are studying 
music in Berlin, had gone to London 
lor a summer trip, and intended to re- 
lurn to Berlin for a year s stay, but 
owing to the state of war, ah3*the 
difficulty in obtaining funds now their 
stay in London would be a matter of 
expediency. Mr. Chris. Grosche, for- 
merly of Paris, and who has been con- 
ducting a bakery and confectionery 
business in Montcomwy. Ala., for sev- 
eral yaan, left New- York several 
days afow in company with his wife, 
on the Qtaamer Impanttor, for a trip 
to WasfphaHa, Germany, to spend a 
month in roTlsiting the scenes of his 
youth in and around that historic 
Teuton country, and it is probable he 
will have some difficulty in returning. 
His sons, Henry, Will, Frank and 
.'oseph. wiio reside here, have heard 
nothing from him. but are confident 
lie will return safe'.y.

The presence 
of so many squirrles is rather sur- 
prising, for these little animals, like 
other game in this part of the State, 
^▼e bem diminishing. If the season 
wen doaod to them as to doves for a 
year or two, Ihe woodlands and fi^ds 
would be mimh more aCtractiva to 
sportsmen.

RRUSSELS, Aug. 2.— The first con- 
flict in the air in history was waged 
last niglit over the little village of 
Toul. At sunset the villagers were 
sent into a panic by the sight of a 
monster Zeppelin dirii^Ma hovering 
above them. 

It was momentraily expected that 
the war airship would drop bombs 
into the village, and excitement ran 
high when a French military aviator 
got his madiine and rose to a great 
height above the Zeppelin and began 
riddling it with bullets. 

The huge air crafe fell to the 
ground and in descending the French 
aviator lost control of his monoplane, 
fell and was instantly killed.

AMERICANS IN EUROPE. 

WASHINGTON, D. C, Aug. 3.— The 
State Department officials admitted 
that the most serious problem con- 
fronting them was the plight of Amer- 
icans abroad. They estimated that at 
least 100,000 and perhaps as many as 
300,000 were scattered throughout 
Europe. The disorganization of Eii- 
r(»ean*MEChange has made it practi- 
cally impossible to cash checks or let- 
ters of credit. American consulates, 
legations and embassies are devoid of 
funds for the emergency whi^ has 
suddenly confrpui^ them. They are 
being "beseiged on all sidea with re 
quests for financial assistance. • 

The only Amerlca^i warship in Eu- 
ropean waters are the little gonboat 
Scorpion, station ship at^ Conatanti- 
noble, and the battleship Maine at 
Villafranche. 

LONDON: ENG.— The position to 
be taken by the British Empire re- 
mained still to be defined this morn- 
ing, but it was feared that Germany s 
selsure of Belgian t^ritory would be 
a decided fWJtor which would lead the 
Britons to take the fword in ^and as 
under the treaty of London in 1889 
Great Britain s&nds pledged to main- 
tain Belgium's neuluality. It is very 
probable that England will declare 
war on Germany. 



ADD WAR.... ^ 

BRUSSELS, Aug. 3.— A German 
banker crossing the frontier in an aii- 
tompbUe containing $1,400,000 in gold 
was held up by French troops and the 
gold was taken from him. The bank- 
er was given a check on the Bank of 
France in exchange. 



With nine counties still imheard 
from and reports from, a number of 
others incomplete, retunis,^ received 
up to last midnight indicated the 
nomination of former Governor J.^C. 
W. Beckham over Congressman A. O. 
Stanley by a plurality of 2,587 in Sat- 
urday's Democratic long-term Senato- 
rial primary. The missing counties 
were for the most part of the moun- 
tain districts — principally the Tenth 
and Eleventh — the returns from which 
are generally the last to arrive. 

Returns received from 111 out of 
120 counties of the State gave the 
following totals: Beckham, 60,215; 
Stanley, 57,628; McCreary, 17,467. 
Thus counties reporting since Sat- 
urday midnight served to swell Mr. 
Beckham's plurality by 965. 

Though Stanley <dings desperately 
to the bare hope that the final count 
may gtre him a acaiit margin, belat- 
ed returns which continue tp oons^e in 
to-day only strengthen Bbcklfam's 
claims to have carried the Statd by 
12,000 majority. 

Beckham has carried 93 of the 120 
counties. Eight of the eleven dis- 
tricts have given him a majority. 
His concession of three districts to 
Stanley, made by his campaign mana- 
gers several days before the primary, 
hilP'4haan-|kjlf»ej9n»-^'^r^ -T^v.-^^ - 

Governor McCreary's surprisingly 
poor race' with scarcely a creditable 
representation anywhere, was a mat- 
ter of much political comment to-day. 
The* Governor's meager vote is con- 
ceded to have weighed heavily against 
Stanley's chances. 

Beckham's battle cry, "right the 
wrong," referring to his former Sen- 
atorial ambitions and their denial at 
the hands of a Democratic Legisla- 
ture, is believed to have been a big 
factor in his victory. 

Jolmson N. Camden's tremendous 
majority throughout the State for the 
short term nomination is an outstand- 
ing feature of the primary. Camden 
swept the entire State by a xgie that 
is' remarkable. Only the oifelal re- 
turns can tell the story. 

Among the Republican races for the 
big stakes that between Wilson and 
Ernst is still very close, though the 
former Governor is said to have a 
safe margin. Later returns tend to 
cut down his apparent lead of 2,000, 
and a few hnndred votes may win the 
race when the count is aU in. 

Bullitt made a runaway of Ibe short 

term nomination. 

The Progressive vote in the State 
waa so* light that few reports of it 
were made. Burton Vance, of Louis- 
ville, had a comfortable lead over his 
opponent. Judge George W. Jolly, of 
Owen|(boro. ^ 

In the Democratic races the follow- 
ing winners and their majorities in 
round figures are given: 
First District— Berkley, Dem., 2,700.

New regulations governing the in- 
terstate movement of live stock be- 
came effective July 1, 1914. These 
changes are destined by the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture to facilitate the 
movement of live stock from quaran- 
tined areas or from public stockyards. 
The new regulations, which are 
known as B. A. I. (Bureau of Animal 
Industry) Order 210, superseding B. 
A. I. Order 143, deal with the ship- 
ment of cattle from tick-infected 
areas, with the movement of swine 
from public stockyards and with the 
dipping of cattle and sheep for 
scabbies* 

Hereafter cattle that have been dip- 
ped once under State or Federal su- 
pervision may be shipped from an 

area quarantined for ticks to a mar- 
ket center where there are proper 
dipping facilities and the Department 
of Agriculture maintains an inspector. 
After a second dipping there under his 
supervision the cattle may be sold for 
any purpose. Hitherto it has been 
necessary in times of drouth for cat- 
tle owners in quarantine areas to 
slaughter their stock or sell it for 
slaughttf for whatever it would 
bring. The reaultiiig loM will, it is 
hoped, be don« away with under the 
new regulation. 

The provision permittiiis. under 
certain strict conditions, the transpor- 
taton of hogs from public stockyards 
into interstate commerce haS bem 
made possible by the discovery by 
Government scientists of a serum 
which renders swine immune to hog 
cholera. Hitherto all stockyards 
have been considered as infected 
with this disease. Now, however, it 
is considered safe to permit the ship- 
ment of hogs which have been treat- 
ed with the serum and which show 
no symptoms of suffering from any 
form of disease. As a result of this 
it is expected that thousands of light 
weight hogs 'will be sent from the 
stockyards to the country for feeding 
and fattening and that the country's 
total production of pork.wttl he great- 
ly increased thereby. 

The new regulations also withdraw 
all permission for the nse of nicotine 
solutions, coal-tar creosote, and cre- 
sol preparations in the official dipping 
of cattle and sheep for scabies. This 
step has been made necessary by the 
difficulty experienced in keeping 
baths of this nature at a strength 
sufficient to eliminate all danger of 
disease without having them so 
strong as to be injurious to the ani- 
mals t^ems^lves. The^ Depart(m«4it> 
therefore, decided to insist upon a 
field test for this purpose is available 
in the case of the sulphid sulphur 
used in lime in sulphur baths for 
scabbies, and for arsenious oxide in 
arsenical dips for cattle tick. Official 
dipping, therefore, will hereafter he 
coniined to the lime-and-sulphur and 
arsenical baths. 



LOUISVILLE KY., July,3l.— Jos- S. 
Head, Jr., cashier of this Citizens' 
0auk and Trust Company, . 9I Ash- 
IkaA, Ky., which is now in the hands 
of the Statet. . Banking Commiisiimfir 
for liquidation of its aSUrs, was &r- 
rested in the office of Sheriff Chas. 
J. Cronan, yesterday afternoon, where 
he went to give himself up after hear- 
ing that a warrant for his arrest was 
in the hands of the local Sheriff. 

The warrant was issued by the po- 
lice judge of Ashland, and charges 
Head with making a false statement 
of the bank's affairs to the Depart- 
ment of Banking of the State Bank- 
ing Commission in his last quarterly 
statement. Mr. Head was admitted to 
bail by Judge William M. Smith, and 
his bond fixed at 11,500 for his ap- 
pearance befbre the ^shlaad poUeo 
judge August 10. 

Owing to the fact that the charge 
against Mr. Head is a felony, , and the 
warrant ordered the Sheriff to return 
him to Ashland, it was not within the 
power of the Sheriff to fix or accept 
bail. Mr. Head's wife is dangerously 
ill at St. Joseph's Inlrmary, and as 
he did not wish to return to Ashland 
last night or to enter jail, he secured 
the services of Attorney Edward P. 
Humphrey, and habeas corpus pro- 
ceedings were instituted at once. 
Judge Smith was found and went to 
the court house, where he heard a 
statement of the case. 

Attorney Humphrey claimed Mr. 
Head had the right to be admitted to 
bail. He said the warrant did not 
specify when his client should be re- 
turned to Ashland, but asked Judge 
Smith to fix the time. The Judge 
said he would admit Head to bail and 
would stipulate in the Dond that he 
should appear before the Ashland 
court August 10. After consultation, 
it was agreed that bond should be 
fixed at $1,500. Mr. Cronan said the 
proceedings were satisfactory to him, 
and he at once released Mr. Head. 

Mr. Head was accompanied to the 
court liouse by Judge Emmett M. 
Dickson, his brother-in-law, of Paris, 
Ky.; former Mayor William O. Head, 
a kinsman, and Fk^d Day, of Win- 
chester, who is his bonduian. Mr. 
Head is a young man and is a native 
of Owen County. He has been at the 
Seelbach for severaf cays. 

Mr. Head said he would not dis- 
cuss the matter, as it is a technical- 
ity. He said the warrant shows there 
is no accusation as to money taken, 
and that he will be exonerated of 
blame.

GET INCREASED SALARIES. 



Postmaster R. K. McCamey has re- 
ceived advices from ^he Postoffice De- 
partment at Washington notifying 
him of the raise in salaries allowed 
to the Rural Mail Carriers working 
out of the Paris Postofiice, effective 
July 1, 1914. 

The Rural Free Delivery system 
was established in Bourbon County 
twelve years ago, and, at that time, 
the carriers assigned to Routes 1, 4 
and 7 received the minimum, an annu- 
al salary of $600. Since then, how- 
ever, the salaries have been steadily 
^raised until they were made < Uni- 
form and placed at $1,100. 

Under the new arrangement the 
salaries are to be based on the act- 
ual number of miles covered by the 
carriers and the number of p&^es ot 
mail delivered by them. IBOactive 
July 1 the new salary schedule for the 
carriers in the local office was fixed 
as follows: 

No. 1— H. C. Whaley, $1,200. 

No. 2— R. P. Kenney, $1,200. 

No. 3— G. A. Harper, $1,200. 

No. 4— O. W. Miller, $1,128. 

No. 5— T. C. Whaley, $1,104.

No. 7— Morin Moore, $1,200. 

No. 8— W. F. Brown, $1,104.

VOCATION AND JOB. 



One of the m6st ''vital servicea Toca- 
tll<^Uki gnidwace can render Is to anal- 
yi& fivt industries tod train our yoiitli. 
to distinguish between a "vocattop 
and a job," says the Federal Bureau 
o£ Education in a statement on voca- 
tional guidance and child labor. 

The statement indicates that the 
present movement for practical edu- 
cation finds greater ^stimulus from the 
industrial rather than from the edu- 
cational point of view. Out of a 
group of 101 boys between 14 and 16 
years of age in New York City a vo- 
cational survey including an analyisis 
of the work they are doing, shpws, ac- 
cording tothe Imrean; but & of tbem 
with an opportmdty'fcHr ai4Yaoisein«iit 
or improvement. The atiier 94 are in 
hopeless positions. 

The bureau states that a study of 
the annual contribution of the city 
schools to the business interests of 
the community shows a considerable 
per centage thrown into the discord 
within the first monrii; that another 
large percentage goes drifting from 
job to job, sometimes advancing, 
quite as often receding, the indus- 
tries complaining that the children 
the schools turn out are no good, and 
thai the chilte^ lose courage, en- 
tlmsiasih and ydothtol ideaUsm in the 
Taribns meantagless JoiM which they 
are assigned.

*v ^ wheat been infested with 
tne Hessian Ply this season?" is a 
question that the U! S. Department of 
4]^ulture is now asking farmers. 
The information is desired that there 
may be general co-operation between 
all concerned in reducing the devasta- 
tions of the fly. There is every in- 
dication that the pest will be unusual- 
ly troublesome to the crop this fall. 

Every wheat grower in the coun- 
try who suspects that his crop has 
been infested is requested to send his 
name to the Department's Bureau of 
Entomology at Washington. D. C. 
with a request fo ra quMtioa blank. 
The questioi^s to be aanrwed wBb 
merely as to whether the wlieat 
the wbeat grower's crop was infested 
at certain seasons. The fanner will 
be asked to forward some of the in- 
fested wheat plants for examination, 
postage to be paid by the Govern- 
ment. He will also be asked to give 
his name, address; and the nearest 
railway station. 

The Department is co-operating 
with the various State Experiment 
Stations in this campaiggn aganst the 
Hessian Fly, and in some cases the 
infested straw will be sent by the 
farmer to local stations for examina- 
tion. The wheat grower can learn 
Just where his sample of straw is to 
be sent when, he sends hie name to 
the Department, iadkatias his wil- 
lingness to send the sampleL The De- 
partment encourages the sender not 
to be afraid to forwarcf too much of 
the straw, even though it has to be 
sent by parcel post. The upper part 
of the straw need not be sent, but 
enough above the ground should be 
included to get the insect in what is 
1 known as tlie "flaxseed" stage when 
i the larva is incased in a hard, brown 
skin and somewhat resembles a flax 
I seed. The insects will remain for a 
considerable time in the "flaxseed" 
state during a drought and will only 
elmerge aftcV rains have moi£|;ned 
the soil. Dry weather in the late 
summer tends to keep the insect in 
that stage, wliich is a fadt of special 
importance ip the North where the 
wheat must be sown early enoui^ to 
enaUe the .plants to stand the winter. 

Probably no other insect causes 
more real damage to the wheat 
crop in the United States than the 
Hessian Fly, although there are cer- 
tain years when the chinch bug ex- 
ceeds the fly in its devastations. 
During the seasons when the fly is es- 
pecially abundant hundreds of thous- 
ands of acres of wheat may be either 
totally destroyed or so badly injured 
as to reduce the yield 50 to 75 per 
cent. The monetary lossso run far np 
into the millions. 

A number of years ago there was in 
Kansas general eo-^peration between 
grain dealers, miUers and farmers to 
restrict the raTages of this danger- 
ous Insect According to their own 
estimate, over a million dollan were 
saved by prompt and thoroui^ meas- 
ures. This year the Department 
hopes to secure general co-opdration 
throughout the country in combatting 
the pest. There are indications that 
its ravages may be severe. Already 
in Iowa and Oklahoma there have 
been threatening pntbieaks ol,the in- 
sect. 

Not only are Federal and State or- 
ganizations lof the Government co- 
opirating in this campaign, but oth- 
ers, such as the National Millers' 
Federation are working to secure bet- 
ter control over the Hessian Fly. The 
individual wheat grower is asked to 
send his samples of infested straw 
before the middle of September, and 
sooner If possible, aa atter that, the 
fly will have hatched and have enter- 
ed into the wheat. 

Late sowing of the seed and burn- 
ing of the stubble when not seeded 
to grass or clover, are the only meas- 
ures known to date that are effective 
in controling the Hessian Fly— that is 
for winter-wheat growing sections. 
In the spring-wheat sections, late 
seeding will not apply. On the con- 
trary, the earlier it is sown in the 
spring the less it seems to sufler 
from this pest. 

A more detailed explamation of 
late sowing for winter wheat to avoid 
attack by the Hessian Fly will be 
given in a subsequent article. The 
present article is merely an invita- 
tion to the wheat grower to help the 
Departemnt in its campaign. The 
post card to be forwarded the farmer, 
contains enlarged illustrations of the 
fly in its adult and also its "flax- 
seed" state.
